Cripple Creek., Col., April 30.—Al­ 
most the entire town is in ashes. 
Fire 
broke out a little after noon Wednes­ 
day and spread with great rapidity. 
Hundreds of pounds of dynamite were 
exploded by the local and Denver fire­ 
men in hopes to stay the flames, but in 
vain. 
Several persons were killed and 
many injured. Not a building is stand­ 
ing in the business part of the town 
and only a few residences were saved 
on the hills surrounding the town. The 
property loss exceeds $1,500,000.

The other occupants of the 
kitchen had not noticed the house to 
be on fire. 
As hurriedly as possible the hotel was 
emptied of its guests. There were near­ 
ly IOO in the house. 
Nothing was 
saved. T. M. Lebaron, who had charge 
of the gambling-rooms in the hotel, 
says he got into the kitchen as soon as 
he could after the alarm, and his belief 
is that a fire had been started under 
the hotel. 
At 7 o’clock it seemed as if the fire 
was under control, and Chairman Web­ 
ber of the Denier fire and police board 
was wired that the special trainload 
of additional firemen, policemen and 
apparatus need not be sent, as had been 
requested. But at 8:20 o’clock the fire 
broke out again. 
The greatest con­ 
fusion prevailed. Free fights were the 
rule and all law seemed to be forgotten. 
A special train from Denver at 5:30 
p. rn. over the Santa Fe and Colorado 
Midland roads brought firemen, police­ 
men and two fire engines. The Flor­ 
ence fire department was sent on a 
special train over the Florence & 
Cripple Creek railroad. A special was 
sent from Colorado Springs carrying a 
large number of men and 1,00 pounds 
of dynamite to be used in blowing up 
houses in the path of the flames. 
At 9:15 o’clock at night a car of pro­ 
visions was brought in by W. S. 
Stratton, who turned it over to the re­ 
lief committee for distribution. 
City Marshal James Marshall swore 
in about 150 special 
policemen and 
company G, 2d regiment, C. N. G., was 
utilized. Many of the men were mounted 
and the burned distrct was thoroughly 
patrolled. Stolen liquor was plentiful. 
Many saloons were looted, and a firm 
hand was necessary 
to control the 
crowds. 
The Times, Journal and Prospector 
offices were all burned down, leaving 
Cripple Creek without a newspaper

It was shortly after the noon hour 
that an alarm of fire was sounded, and 
when the source was known to be the 
Portland hotel, at 
Meyers 
and 
2d 
streets, the fears of the people quickly 
arose. 
Three times before it had been 
on fire, but was saved. 
Although there 
was pifnty of water at hand, and the 
fire department was quickly on duty, 
the building was doomed. 
A brisk breeze was blowing from 
the south and the people prepared fox 
the worst. The conflagration of last 
Saturday had unnerved the citizens 
and they became panic-stricken. Mayoi 
Steele promptly called for special po­ 
licemen, 
and many men responded. 
Other business houses began to burn. 
The Masonic temple, across the street, 
was defended for a long time and in 
the end was partly destroyed. Dyna 
mite was freely used to check, if possi­ 
ble, t*he spread of the conflagration. 
All streets leading up toward the 
hillsides were filled with flying crowds 
—women with babies, men with arms 
filled with goods hastily gathered from 
offices, teams madly racing away with 
valuables—all mingled in the greatest 
confusion. 
Dynamite wrecked great buildings 
filled with merchandise, but tho flames 
advanced, leaped across intervening 
spaces and swallowed up everything in 
a wide path. In the intense excitement 
many were injured by falling wreck­ 
age of buildings blown up by heavy 
charges of explosives, and some were 
instantly killed. There may be charred 
bodies in the ashes, bat no one can 
know. 
The best grocery, hardware Mid dry­ 
goods shops of Cripple Creek, the ho­ 
tels, restaurants, the lodging houses, 
both banks, temporary postoffice tele­ 
phone exchange and telephone offices 
all were destroyed, and the fire did not 
cease until it could find nothing more 
to burn. The district burned Saturday 
Included the dance hall and gambling 
house crowd, with some good houses 
in Bennett avenue. Wednesday’s fire 
finished the business district 
The banks closed their vaults early 
In the afternoon, and their securities 
will escape injury. 
The temporary 
quarters of the postoffice were destroy­ 
ed, but some mail was saved. It will 
be many days before postal facilities 
can be resumed. 


STATE'S EVIDENCE IN. 


Surprises In th e T estim ony at tho Trial 
o f Jackson. 
Newport, Ky., April 30.—When Chief 
of Police Deitsch of Cincinnati left the 
stand at 4:20 o’clock Wednesday after­ 
noon Col. Nelson slowly arose and in­ 
formed the court that the evidence 
upon which the commonwealth de­ 
pended for a conviction of Scott Jack­ 
son was all in. Col. Crawford for the 
defense moved the court to give the 
jury peremptory instructions to acquit 
the defendant. With a smile the court 
overruled the motion. 
The evidence Wedesday was not of a 
very startling 
character, although 
there were two surprises introduced by 
the prosecution. 
Mrs. Sarah Seither 
lives two miles south of Newport. She 
saw Jackson and Walling walking 
down the Licking pike the day before 
the murder. The defendant spoke and 
smiled at the witness. She identified a 
cap as the one worn by Jackson. 
Alice Steifel lives three miles south of 
Newport, near the scene of the tragedy. 
She heard a vehicle going toward 
Lock’s farm a little after midnight. It 
sounded as if one horse was hitched to 
it; was going fast. 
Dr. Edward Freeman, in answer to 
a hypothetical question propounded, 
said decapitation took place while there 
was life in the body. Otherwise there 
would have been coagulated blood, It 
would have been an impossibility for 
the head to have been cut off after 
death and the 
arteries 
have 
been 
drained of blood. 
The rerefusal of Col. Crawford to out­ 
line the evidence upon which he expects 
to acquit his client created much com­ 
ment. 
His line of examination indi­ 
cated unquestionably that his defense 
will be that the head of Pearl Bryan 
was cut off at Fort Thomas after she 
had died in Cincinnati from the effect of 
cocaine administered' to procure mal­ 
practice and chloroform administered 
as an antidote to the cocaine.

Cities In North and South Dakota

St. Paul, Minn., April 30.—The north­ 
west is under water. The cyclone which 
swept parts of North and- South Da­ 
kota and western Minnesota was fol­ 
lowed by a deluge of rain, amounting 
in some places almost to a waterspout. 
The Mississippi is rising rapidly 
again at Aitkin and Grand Rapids, and

miles. 
The cyclone was severest be­ 
tween Farmer and Spencer, S. D. It 
seemed to be heading for the latter 
place, but passed several miles north, 
turning in a northeasterly direction, 
and for eighteen miles laid waste every­ 
thing in its path, the country being 
swept clean as a floor.

DEVICE TO 
CARRY 
BICYCLES 


A d jutant General K ing Issues an Order to 
th e N ational Guard 
The following general order in re­ 
gard to changes in uniforms has been 
issued to the 
Wisconsin 
National 
Guard by Adjutant General Charles 
King: 
O fficers will provide themselves by or before 
the 1st of July with the regulation forage can of 
the United States army, substituting tbe state 
for the national buttons. No other alterations 
will be allowed. 
Those officers who purchased the braided 
sack coat as prescribed in 18&4 will be allowed, 
until further orders, to wear same, but all new 
clothing must conform to the present regula­ 
tion of the army. The collar device wl!. consist 
cf the letters “ Wis.” and the badge of the corp* 
cr department, according to the standai d pat­ 
tern deposited In the office of the quartermaster 
general, and must be embroidered upon or, if in 
metal, attached to the co.lar precisely as sho *n 
in the illustration accompanying this order. 
Officers desiring to have the device embroidered 
in gold are permitted to do so provided the reg­ 
ulations as lo size, style, etc., be strictly fol­ 
lowed. The quartermaster general has made 
arrangements by which comDlete sets of the 
collar device can be supplied at the rate of $1 
per set, provided at least 150 orders are re­ 
ceived. Officers desiring the metallic sets are 
advised therefore o send their order, with SI 
enclosed,to the quartermaster general by or be­ 
fore the 1st of May. 
In view of the fact that no full dress uniform 
is furnished by the state, the regulations of the 
army regarding the wearing of the insignia of 
the Loyal Legion, Grand Army of the Republic, 
Song of tbe American Revolution, Sons of \ ete- 
rans, and other societies designated in the act 
of congress, are hereby extended to the Wiscon­ 
sin National guard to apply to the undress or 
service uniform. The button or rosette will at 
no time be worn on the uniforms. The insigna 
should be worn on the lelt breast, in line, and 
the upper edge of the bar or ribbon at the height 
of .the armpit. 
In order that all orders may be filled is time 
for camp, company commanders in need of sup­ 
plies from the quartermaster’s department will 
submit their requisitions by or before the loth 
of June.

T he San Jose Scale Bug to Worry the 
Farm ers. 
As though there were not troubles 
enough already, 
we are threatened 
with another insect pest which may 
prove a6 serious in its way as did the 
potato beetle years ago. 
The San Jose scale of the Pacific 
coast was introduced into a New Jer­ 
sey nursery about ten years ago, and 
bas since been distributed on nursery 
stock from this source to other states, 
so that it is now found in Indiana, 
New York, Ohio, 
and Pennsylvania 
It is possible that this insect w ill live 
in the southern half of our state, and, 
if 60, should it find lodgment, it w ill 
prove a most serious enemy to all 
fruit trees and ornamental shrubs. 
Generally the scale causes the death 
of the trees attacked in two or three 
years unless prevented. 
While the Ban Jose scale has not yet 
been been found in Wisconsin, how 
long its introduction may be prevent­ 
ed remains to be seen. 
It w ill likely 
be introduced by nurs^y stock coming 
from infested nurseries. 
All persons 
buying trees or shrubs should refuse 
to purchase or receive from eastern 
nurseries unless it shall be guaranteed 
in writing as free from tbe San 
Jose 
scale. 
Those interested wishing to learn 
jast how this scale lcoks and impor­ 
tant 
facts concerning it can secure 
the desired information from a bul­ 
letin 
recently issued on 
the San 
Jose scale, which may be had by ad­ 
dressing ‘ ‘Secretary of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. 0 .” 


A gent Carrick’* Schem e For Tbe Equip­ 
m ent o f B aggage Car*. 
General Passenger Agent Carrick of 
the St. Paul road has solved the prob­ 
lem of 
transporting 
bicycles 
in 
baggage cars on his road and have 
some room left for regular baggage. 
He has just concluded 
a 
series of 
tests of a device of his own and has 
found it perfectly satisfactory and 
will place it in all regular baggage 
cars as rapidly as tbe device 
can be 
made. 
It consists of two pieces of 
gas 
pipe 
which 
run 
through 
the 
cupola 
of 
the 
car, 
with 
hooks, covered with rubber, 
attached to each pipe, set forty-four 
inches apart, there being fourteen to 
sixteen such hooks on each piece of 
pip?. 
The bicycles are then suspend­ 
ed, upside down, from these hooks. 
This permits the carrying of a large 
number of wheels in a baggage car 
without interfering with the 
usual 
amount of baggage space, sufficient 
room for it being left. 
Heretofore a 
dozen or more wheels in a car crowded 
it so that but little regular baggage 
could be put in, and the question was 
fast becoming a serious one with the 
railroads.
